6 Miners Dead 
in Accident; I 
Others Missing 


Pittsburgh, 
Feb. 21. -(AP)— 
The known death toll as a con­ 
sequence of a double accident in 
the Kinlock mine today mounted 
to six with seven other miners 
unaccounted for. 
Four of the bodies were found 
in the main workings where a 
disastrous e xplosion occurred last 
nip bt. 
Two others were located 
in an isolated section of the mine 
where five miners, uninformed of 
the blast, went to work this morn­ 
ing and were overcome by gas. 
Three of the* five, rendered uncon­ 
scious, were brought to the sur­ 
face by a mine mule which pulled 
out the car on which the victims 
were lying. 


The French people are of the opin­

Doctor Kramer styled th'* French 
jieople, especially those in the south­ 
ern part of the country, as being ex­ 
tremely shiftless and stated that they 
are not making any effort to repay 
this country for the 
immense debt 
which they owe us. 
He stat cd that, 
while other nations involved in the 
war are now striving to wipe out the 
mormons debts which they incurred, 
♦he two militaristic nations, France 
m d 
Italy, 
are 
allowing 
matt ts 
♦ tak * their own course and not both- 
* nng to endeavor to refund the d bt. 
Doctor 
Kramer's 
glaring 
indict­ 
ment of the peoples of these Latin 
ountries w*as on their lax morals and 
their un-busincs* like method of pro­ 
cedure in the conduct of their every­ 
day affairs and their own lives. 
He 
stated that iii Italy the efforts of Mus­ 
solini to bring his country out of the 
throbs of Bolshevism have bern re­ 
warded and that an honest effort-4*, 
now underway to make that nation a 
progressive country rather than a hot­ 
bed for sovietism.

Assemblyman E. L. Weikert, Jr., on 
the Democratic side, is the lone candi­ 
date for the nomination and is likely 
to he unopposed.
